Councell the Partiamenr, and varied. from the uſuall 
courſe of your Royall Predeccflors;that abufineſſe of 
ſo great importance concerning: the. peace:and fat. 
ty ofall your Subicds, and wherein they have a ſpe- 
ciall intereſt by your:Maicſtics promile; [and by thoſe 
grcat ſums whichthey, > CB and for which
